Scranton, Pa., August 2.—Theodore 
Roosevelt spent today among the 
workers in the heart of the Pennsyl- 
vania anthracite region. 

He met and talked with the men 
who dig the coal as they came from 
the mines black with grime. He talk- 
ed with them about their homes, their 
children and their manner of living. 
He talked with their wives and their 
children, and learned from their own 
lips how they look at life. He climbed 
t6 the top of a coal beaker and spent 
half an hour there, in the stifling co0al 
dust, so that he might see what the 
men al ropa there have to do.

He spent nother ee er Malf hour in a silk 
mill talking wit e girl workers. He 
visited the people/In their homes and 
saw how they H He plodded 2 
miles through the dust, up hills and 
in all manner of-places, and he return- 
ed to Scranton as evening was draw- 
ing near, black with grime, but smiling 
with delight at his experiences. 

The best part of it all, he said re- 
peatedly, was that he was able to meet 
the people as a private citizen and 
tulk with them as man to man. 

Many of the tollers had no idea of 
the former president's identity, which 
he took care to conceal when possible, 
until after he had finfshed his talk.

Ontario, August 2.—The 
strike of conductors, trainmen and 
yardmen, which*began on the Grand 
Trunk and Central Vermont systems 
on July 18, was officially called off 
tonight. 

Under the terms of the agreement 
signed by President Hays for the rail- 
roads and all the union officials, the 
men will receive, dating back to May 
1, of this year, an advance of approx- 
imately ‘18 per cent, and beginning 
January 1, 1912, a rate of wages 
slightly below the,.eastern association 
schedule, for’ which they struck, but 
an advance in many instances of over 
30 per cent. 

Much credit for the successful out- 
come of the peace negotiations is 
given to W. T. Mackenzie King, the 
minister of labor, who has persisted in 
his efforts fo bring the men together 
despite discouraging setbacks. 

In the case of the Central Vermont, 
the same settlement applies.

Savannah, Ga., August 1.—(Special.) 
Some of the. prominent business men 
here would like to see a good auto 
touring road which would connect Sa- 
vannah, Clyde, Baxley, Douglass, Nash- 
ville and Valdosta. AI these towns 
are county seats and Savannah consid- 
ers the counties as her logical com- 
mercia] territory. 

Several members of the chamber of 
commerce, with whom I have talked, 
say that highway would be more he!p- 
ful to Savannah in a general business 
way than a route vie Waycross and 
Brunswick . 

The Brunswick-Darien road is es- 
sentially a pleasure touring route. It 
is picturesque and attractive to the 
motorist, but traverses a thickly-set- 
tled section. 

The Baxley route runs through a 
territory, where agricultural develop- 
ment is more advanced. 

The motorists here have been active 
in getting the roads improved between 
Savannah and Augusta and Savannah 
and Jacksonville, 

They have had the winter travel in 
mind and this route along the coast 
will become popular with northern 
tourists, as they become familiar with 
it. . 

Many of the business men here know 
that the &utomobile and good roads are 
daily growing to be more important 
factors in the commercial relations 
existing between Atlanta and south 
Georgia. 

They know that in pleasant weather, 
business men are motoring to Atlanta 
every day from points 50, 100, even 150 
miles away. 

They realize that families go in their 
cars 60 to 75 miles to Atlanta to shop. 
Their traveling men tell them of the 
auto travel from the surrounding 
country and in and out of Atlanta and 
Macon. 

This accounts in part for the inter- 
est some of them are taking in the 
Baxley route. Very little information 
is to be .attained here as to the pres- 
ent condition of the roads through that 
section. It may not be a practical route 
for a tour, because hotel facilities are 
needed to take care of 100 tourists a 
day for a week or more. 

But when President Williamson, of 
the Savannah chamber of commerce, re- 
turns, the round-the-state highway and 
tour will be brought up for considera- 
tion.

The dispute between the Atlanta Oil 
and Fertilizer Company and C. F. & 
J. E. Coffee, which developed when 
xrantedi the 
company temporary injunction Mon- 
day. afternoon, restraining the Messrs. 
Coffee. from removing sand from the 
Peachtree creek at a point near Minor, 
a station on the Seaboard Air Line 
railroad, where the stream crossea the 
company’s land, received a fresh \ im- 
petus yesterday at noon when the 
company requested Sheriff Mangum to 
send deputies to protect their prop- 
erty. 

The clash came to a head Monday 
night, following ‘the granting of the 
injunction, when a persofial encounter 
occurred between J. E. Coffee and W. 
S. Jessop, superintendent of the ice 
department of the Atlanta Oil and 
Fertilizer Company. Mr. Jessop and a 
party of laborers had begun the repair 
of the company’s dam, which had been 
mysteriously torn down some days be- 
fore, when Mr. Coffee and a number 
of his associates appeared on the 
scene. It is said that Coffee’s language 
was so abusive that Jessop knocked 
him down. 

L. G. Neal, vice president of the 
company, alleges that the Coffees 
have made threats to “get even,” and 
that he does not know whether the 
threats were made in a legal or a 
personal way. One of thes Coffees, he 
says, was carrying a shotgun near the 
scene of the troyble Monday night. 

Mr. Neal says that he does not know 
how long he will have the deputies to 
stand guard over the property, but 
that they will at least remain for the 
rest of the week and perhaps until the 
hearing of the injun€tion, or all sum- 
mer, if necessary. ; 

The officials of the~fertilizer com- 
pany alleged in their injunction that 
the Coffees had affected their manu- 


facture of ice by removing sand from’ 


the creek above the plant. It is un- 
derstood that the company built a dam 
and installed a box to get the proper 
flow of water into their pipes, the 
water being turned back into the creek 
after being used for cooling purposes. 

At an early hour this morning no at- 
tempt had been made to carry out the 
threats it is understood have been 
made, but the two deputies have not 
ceased their vigilance, as the company 
anticipates treuble unless the prop- 
erty is guarded.

Practically ever since the close of 
the grand jury’s investigation of the 
“money sharks’” methods, the money 
lenders have been doing everything in 
their power to harass those who tes- 
tified against them, according to state- 
ments of some of the borrowers, who 
charge that garnishments have been 
sworn out and money illegally tied up, 
cut-of-date consignments have been 
used to stop the payment of wages and 
salaries, and,én many instances, efforts 
have been made to bulldoze the wit- 
nesses into failing to appear when the 
trials come off in September. 

The witnesses have not been left to 
fight their battle alone, however. C. B. 
Shelton, attorney for the Atlanta Legal 
Aid Society, and other members of the 
firm of Ogburn, Dorsey &.Shelton, are 
doing everything in their power to 
counteract the efforts of tne momey 
Jenders. Witnesses, whose testimony 
before the grand jury has caused them 
to become the objects of the money 
lenders’ ill-will, appear at their of- 
fices daily and when it is found that 
they. are being illegally oppressed the 
matter is at once taken up and every- 
thing possible done.

NAVAL STORES INDUSTRY THREATENED. 


According to an Associated Press dispatch from Charleston, 
S. C., the naval stores industry in that section and through the 
southern belt is jeopardized by the wasteful and unscientific method 
of gathering the products of the pine. 

The dispatch is authority for the statement that the unprece- 
dently high prices of spirits of turpentine and rosin are due, not to 
speculative influences, but to the extravagant methods of “boxing” 
the pine-trees prevailing in the district of which Charleston is the 
commercial center. 

At the present rate this industry, which is a foremost maker 
of revenue for the south, cannot much longer maintain its present 
proportions. 

The average reader had been under the impression that the 
lumber and turpentine men, coached by the government, had some 
years ago adfpted the “Herty” method of boxing, which performs 
all the functions of the old mode, but which does not shorten the 
life or productivity of the tree. 

The charge that it is not beirig followed, and that extravagance 
threatens this great southern asset, should be investigated. 

Southern states will send representatives to Atlanta to organize 
a Southern Conservation Association on October 7, forthcoming. 

One of the first duties of this association should be to scru- 
pulously investigate such reports as those from Charleston. If found 
to rest on a basis of truth, it should not be difficult to secure such 
statutory measures of conservation as will check the despoiling now 
alleged to be under full headway.

One of the Bonded Cotton 
Warehouses Will Be Estab- 
lished in Atlanta---Plan Has 
the Indorsement of Atlanta 


Dan J. Sully and Scott Dalgleish, 


who were in Atlanta recently in the 
interest of a movement to establish 
throughout the south a chain of bond- 


salable certificates against cotton 
stored therein, have completed their 
arrangements, according. advices 
from New York, and, ample 


to put their scheme into operation. 
The work will really be taken over 
by the General Cotton Securities Com- 
pany, of whieh Mr. Sully is vice presi- 
dent, and the enterprise underwritten 
by the Hirsch syndicate, of London, 
which Mr. Dalgleish represents, it is 


said. 

The enterprise is really Mr. Sully’s 
idea, the famous ex-cotton bull having 
rhade more than one trip to Europe for 
the purpose of interesting European 
capitalists ‘in the project. It was 
through his efforts, it is said, that the 
Hirsch syndicate, one of the largest 
financial institutions tn the old world, 
became interested in the idea. 

General Pian Inadorsed. 

When Messrs. Sully and Dalgleish 
were in Atlanta less than two weeks 
ago, it will be remembered, their plan 
was brougkt to the attention of the 
Atlanta Chamber of Commerce. The 
directors of this body took the matter 
under consideration and went on rec- 
ord as believing that the successful 


only be of great benefit in assisting 
the south to finance the cotton crop, 
but would be entirely feasible, at 
least so far as Atlanta fs concerned. 

Mr. Sully’s plan is to establish a 
chain of bonded cotton warehouses 
throughout the south, place them in 
charge of bonded Keepers, and have 
negotiable certificates issued on all 
cotton stored in the houses. These 
certificates, it is planned, shall be of 
unquestioned value, and will be suffi- 
cient collateral 
face value, minus the interest, in any 
part of the civilized world. 

A fund of $2,500,000 is to be placed 
in the hands of the trustees of the 
General Cotton Securities Company by 
the Hirsch syndicate, to guarantee not 
only the safety, but the weight and 
grade of every bale of cotton placed 
in one of the warehouses. The ware- 
house company “will make an initial 
charge of 26 cents per bale for 
storage, and, after the first month, a 
percentage charge. The cotton will be 
insured by the company. 

The scheme differs from that used in 
the marketing of wheat or oil, in that 
a guarantee fund is behind the: propo- 
sition, and there will be rigid inspec- 
tions by warehouse keepers and trav- 
eling imspectors not subject to local 
influences. : 

Will Promote Trade. 

The company will not be a cotton 
selling concern. It proposes to pro- 
mote rather than restrict trade. It is 
proposed to adopt the Egyptian bale, 
to compress at the point of ginning, 
and t@ effect other economies. It is 
claimed that when the project has 
been got fully into working order 
more than $50,000,000 annually will be 
saved to the®*south by the new method, 

It is proposed that the General Cot- 
ton Securities Company begin opera- 
tions with $6,000,000, which amount 
will be tncreased 100 per cent as the 
business grows, and will continue to 
increase as long as the business de- 
mands it. At the meeting in Boston, 
at which the plans for the project 
were perfected, it was admitted that 
no accurate idea can now be obtained 
as to how much money will be needed 
eventually to carry through the plan, 
but both American and European cap- 
italists are said to have expressed 
their willingness to back the scheme 
to an almost unlimited amount. 

While in the city, Mr. Sully stated 
that it was his idea to erect ware- 
houses in the most important cities in 
the south before attempting to do any- 
thing in the smaller places. Where 
suitable warehouses can be found, they 
will be leased; but in o®her cases 
the eompany will build its own houses. 
Mr. Sully stated that he had settled 
upon Atlanta as one of the cities in 
which to establish a warehouse.

ing banished from the South Atlantic 
League and the former blacklisted for 
all time.

“I criticised Mullaney in The Macon 
News for his professional conduct on 
the ball field, conduct which the re- 
corder of the city of Macon held to 
be indecent, disorderly and offensive 
to public morals, and which prompted 
President Joyner in suspending Mulla- 
ney for the remainder of the season, 
and his own employers, the Jackson- 
ville club, in blacklisting him. 

“Resentment of tKis justifiable and 
necessary criticism’ in.a manner that 
was a violation 6f state and baseball 
laws brought on Mullaney’s arrest on 
the ball field, the arrest being ordered 
by Mayor John T. Moore, unsolicited 
by me. Why, then, should I have been 
denounced for having criticised a play- 
era disgraceful conduct and his ac- 
tions condoned? 

“But that is a small matter. It was 
deliberately stated that I once broke 
faith with the directors of the South 
Atlantic, League and published facts 
which I solemnly promised to with- 
hold. That is absolutely, maliciously 
false. At the 1909 February meeting 
of the league, the newspaper men were 
admitted on condition they would 
withhold any story to whicn the di- 
rectors objected. Then came the de- 
feat of President Boyer for reelection. 
Immediately I addressed the directors, 
told them that I would, as a matter 
of necessity and in justice to my pa- 
per and the public, have to publish 
that fact, and would, therefore, leave 
the meeting, which I did at once, and 
voluntarily. Thirty minutes later, by 
unanimous vote of the directors, I was 
invited back and reinstated, and, to- 
gether with. all other newspaper men. 
given full permission to pubiish ali 
of the proceedings of the meeting. 
That is a part of the league record, in 
the minutes of the meeting. 

“The idea that I ever entertained 
aspirations for the presidency of the 
league is preposterous and laughable, 
and originated in a too fertile imagi-

AFTER BUREAU REPORT 


Bears Were Routed Late in the 
Day, and the Active List 
Closed at Gains. 


New York, August 3.-—The stock 
market today was strictly an affair of 
professional traders, and their views 
of the speculative outlook seemed to 
change from hour to hour, judging by 
the continental fluctuations in the 
course. of prices. The movement of 
some ‘special stocks gave warning 
that the bear party had been at work 
in the past few days. The perception 
of this fact, and the suspicions which 
it engendered, were as much influence 
on the day’s market as any news 
bearing on the conditions affecting ac- 
tual values. There is no one subject 
at present to which so much im- 
portance is attached as the years 
agricultural harvests, and the <gyoiomecd 
showed a real response to the more 
hopeful turn of the day’s news in that 
respect. Barly depression Was trans- 
formed inte a buoyant and active 
The government report on 
cotton condition as of July 25 was 
the foremost influence in shaping 
judgment of the agricultural outlook, 
the condition figure showing a heavy 
deterioration during the month and a 
poor comparison with the average in 
@ number of years, does not offer 
great inspiration to enthusiasm when 
considered absolutely. g 

The spéculation considered it not 
from that. standpoint, but relatively. 
In that light it was no worse than 
expected, and better than some of the 
preliminary estimates, notably that of 
the National Ginners’ Association. The 
action of the cotton market itself, since 
large speculative realizing was called 
for even on a poor showing in the 
government report, was of doubtful 
value, as index of the immediate situ- 
ation. The influence of the monthly 
report was supplemented’ by the lan- 
guage of the weekly bulletin of the 
weather bureau reporting “much 
needed warmth and sunshine,” mak- 
ing it, “on the whole, probably the 
most favorable week of the season,” 
in the eastern. portion of the cotton 
belt, which is’ in the portion most 
seriously affected by the unfavorable 
showing of the government report. 
There were reports, also, of cloudy 
weather in Texas, where the trouble 
{is with drouth rather than excessive 
moisture. Finally, the drouth-stricken 
portions of the corn belt were re- 


dant and soaking rains,” and _ there 
was heavy selling of that commodity 
On the exchanges to bear out the re- 
ports.

Drougth is be- 
coming very severe in large portions 
of Oklahoma, and more moisture is 
now badly needed over most of Texas.

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AGAINST. ROADS 


Shippers of the SouthAre 
Seeking Reparation. 


Claims Grow Out of the Com- 
plaint of the Morgan Grain 
Company of Atlanta Against 
the Atlantic Coast Line and 
Other Southern Lines. 


Washington, August 2.—Hundreds of 
claims for reparation are being filed 
with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion directed against various railroad 
lines in what is known as the south- 
eastern territory—that part of the 
country south of the Ohio and Potomac 
rivers and east of the Mississippi. The 
demands for reparation aggregate hun- 
dreds of ok. Zam of dollars. They 
are filed practically exclusively by 
shippers in the southeastern territory. 
~ On August 1, 1908, the railroads in 
that territory put into effect tariffs 
ad®Vancing the rates on freight classes 
B, C, D and F on fresh meats in car- 
loads, and on grain, grain products, hay 
and packing house products from Ohiv 
and Mississippi river orossings and 
Nashville, Tenn.. to points in the 
southeastern territory. The advances 
on class freight. fresh meats and 
packing house, averaged about 3 cents 
a hundred pounds and on grain/ grain 
products and nay 2 cents a hundred 
pounds. 

Formal compla¥@ti was instituted 
against the railroads on account of the 
advances, but the commission has not 
yet decided the case, the title of which 
is the A. P. Morgan Grain Company, of 
Atlanta, Ga., v. the Atlantic Coast Line 
Railroad Company amd others. The 
eOmplainants aver that they are un- 
able to absorb the entire advance 
through their sale price of the varicus 
commodities and that they are, there- 
fore, subject to a heavy loss in the 
handling of the products. 

In anticipation of a decision favor- 
able to them in the Morgan case, the 
claimants are filing @emands for repa- 
ration. for the alleged excess charges 
they have paid in freight during the | 
last two years. It amounts simply to a | 
repetition of the yellow pine cases, in 
which the southern railroads were 
forced to refund to shippers approxi- 
mately $2,000,000 in freight charges.

Diaz Is Able ‘to Control People 
of Mexico. 

Further evidence that the repyblic- 
an form of government in M»xico is 
a hollow mockery is furnished by a 
writer in the August American a- 
zine, who seems ‘well qualified to spcyk 
authoritatively on the subject. ‘Vii 
author is Mrs. Dorothy Johns, who for 
twelve years has been a resident of 
the City of Mexico, pursuing the pro- 
fession of a trained nurse. She gives 
the folrowing illuminating report of a 
conversation between herself and a 
“prominent Mexican official who was 
a warm friend: 

“‘And now no man is safe, even in 
the bosom of his own family,’ he was 
saying. ‘Wives are watching hus- 
bands, fathers spying upon sons. They 
are iricked into believing: that they 
may thereby save their beloved ones 
from the consequences of a suspected 
sympathy or affiliation with the lib- 
eral party. When the desired infor- 
mation has been obtained, the suspi- 
cion verified. it is ne uncommon thing 
for both spy and spied upon to dis- 
appear from the face of the earth. 
Those they fear to kill they buy. You 
remember A———? How enthusiastic 
were his songs of liberty? They made 
him a diplomat. He has just returned 
from Paris, looking a little like the 
poor poet he used to be. He appears 
well fed, with rounded stomach. and 
he is well groomed and prosperous. 
He sings no more liberty.’ 

“The people think they are the 
government,’ he continued, smiling. 
‘That is the secret of their subjection. 
They believe in their government; they 
believe they can make changes in it if 
they want to, for the constitution tells 
them they can. They believe in the 
constitution they swear by it and they 
worship Porfirio.. To this insight is. 
due the condition which enables the 
government to control the people and 
the government does well to fight to 
the death anything which threatens tc 
change that condition. It is the only 
way our people can be controlled.’
